Applicant's submitted After-Final amendment and argument of 1/13/09 is entered. 
Claims 52 and 55 are cancelled. 

Claims 1, 34, 35, 38, 39, 41, 42, 44, 56, and 57 remain pending and are herein allowed. 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Applicant's amendment, cancelling Claims 52 and 55, moots the remaining rejections 
and/or objections of record. Hence, no rejections are held against the claims. 

In addition, the invention has been shown in the prosecution to be the delivery of viral 
vectors of the same type as the vector delivering the transgene, to thereby circumvent kupffer 
cell filtration of the vector, and allowing more vector with the transgene to reach other cells to be 
expressed. Such is borne out by the prosecution history. In addition all issues of enablement and 
written description have been addressed on the record. Lastly, no art of record teaches or makes 
obvious the overloading of kupffer cells by a second vector without the intended transgene. 
Hence, Claims 1, 34, 35, 38, 39, 41, 42, 44, 56, and 57 are allowed.
